The town officers of the town of Hub- fax *Admen& 
bard, in the county of Dodge, are hereby authorized to 
levy and collect the tax voted to be raised at a town 
meeting held in said town on the 18th day of January, 
1865. Said tax may be collected immediately, in the 
manner now provided by law: provided, that no more Limit to bomb,. 
than two hundred dollars shall be paid to each volun- 
teer.
